REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 

If you are so unfortunate that you must have a new super- 
intendent of schools every year you will never be able to 
eet a report of the conditions of your schools for a full year. 
A new man has to get acquainted with all the local condi- 
{ions and as a rule he is unable to give a satisfactory report 
for the first town meeting. However, after reading the re- 
port of your former superintendent | think you would not 
need another report for this year, at least. 

In the first place | want to congratulate the town on the 
excellent little school buildings you have, they are up-to- 
date, neat and cozy and are a real credit to the town. The 
ventilating in the buildings is poor but the committee is 
planning to install ventilating systems as fast as the State 
Department gets the money for our use. We have jacketed 
all the stoves but that would be of little value unless we 
install the ventilating systems. 

The building at Locke’s Mills was shingled last fall and 
the building in the Tubbs district will be shingled this year. 
Several other smaller repair jobs have been done by your 
committee last summer and fall. 

We are planning to increase the school year one week at 
least this year and two weeks if the money holds out. The 
unexpended balance in the Common School Account will be 
most gone by the time this report is printed, we have closed 
the books this vear Jan. 31 and the pay of the teachers and 
other expenses in that department for the time between Jan. 
31 and the March meeting will come out of this unexpended 
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balance. I speak of this so that you may see that all the 
money raised will be expended for this school year. 

We have had to close several schools for a few weeks on 
account of the epidemic but I think that the time in most 
cases will be made up. 

There is a small overdraft in the Text-Book Account. We 
will have to have more money for this department next 
year. Your committee found it necessary to make an over- 
draft in the Repairs Account and have suggested an increase 
for next year. 

I shall not deal in this report with the teaching foree in 
your schools, conditions have been such that I am not ready 
to make a publie statement concerning the teachers. I will 
say, bowever, that we plan to do our best with the money 
available and will get you the best teachers we can for 
your schools. I had called a general teachers meeting for 
this union last fall but it had to be called off on account of 
the epidemic at Bethel. 

Your committee recommends that the town raise the fol- 
lowing amounts for your schools for the ensuing year:

High School Tuition, 175 00 
Text-Books, 125 00 


Repairs and Supplies, 200 00 
In closing | want to thank all who have assisted in mak- 
ing our school system as successful as it is.

GREETING :—In the name of the State of Maine, you 
are hereby Hrected to notify and warn the inhabitants of 
the Town of Greenwood, qualified by law to vote in town af- 
fairs, to meet at Hotel Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village, in said 
Town, on Monday, the third day of March, 1919, at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit :— 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 
Art. 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of 
the Poor, Treasurer, one member of the Superintending 
School Committee, (for three years), and all other necessary 
Town Officers, for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To establish the number of Road Commissioners 
to be appointed by the Selectmen and fix their pay.

Art. 5. To see if the town will vote ‘‘yes’’ or “‘no’’ on 
the question of appropriating and raising money necessary 
to entitle the town to State aid, as provided in Section 19 
of Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 
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Art. 6. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $533 for the improvement of the section of State aid 
road as outlined in the report of the State Highway Commis- 
sion, in addition to the amounts regularly raised for the care 
of ways, highways and bridges, the above amount being the 
maximum which the town is allowed to raise under the pro- 
visions of Seetion 18 of Chapter 25, of the Revised Statutes 
of 1916. 

Art. 7. ‘To raise money for the repair of roads and bridg- 
es for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To raise money for snow bills for the years 
1919-20. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise a swum of 
money for building sidewalk at Loeke’s Mills and fix that 
sum. 

Art. 10. To raise money for the support of poor for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 11. To raise money for the support of common 
schools for the ensuing year. 

Art. 12. To raise money for the purchase of school 
books. 

Art. 13. To raise money for repairs on schoolhouses and 
the purchase of supplies for the ensuing year. 

Art. 14. To raise money for paying tuition in secondary 
schools. 

Art. 15. To raise money for the payment of the Stper- 
intendent’s salary. 

Art. 16. To raise money to pay interest for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 17. To raise money for Town Officers’ bills and 
miscellaneous expenses. 
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Art. 18. To raise money for the maintenance of State 
and State aid road. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the maintenance of cemeteries for the ensuing 
year, 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to accept the road 
built by the Selectmen up Town Farm Hill, and also to see 
if the town will vote to discontinue all that part of the old 
road, at that place, made unnecessary by building the new 
road. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for celebrating the return of her sons whe entered 
the service in the war against Germany, and fix that sum. 


Art. 22. To see what sum per day the town will vote to 
pay the Selectinen for their services. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to instruet the §. 
S. Committee to maintain schools in distriets Nos. 1, 3, 5, 7, 
8, 9 and 11, or otherwise. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen ‘to use all or part of the money raised for build- 
ing a winter road on Rowe Hill, to build a snow fence on 
said Hill.
